beneficial character of the contract to plain- 
tiff is dependent upon his permitted 
to remain in the management of the news- 
paper. He, alone, can or cannot make it a 
success. He, alone can establish, by his 
course, the standard of comparison required 
under the contract. If he is successful, 
there is no way to estimate the profit to him- 
self under his contract. If that contract be 
wrongfully terminated by the 
there is no means of estimating the 
of the plaintiff's damage and loss. 
value of contract to plaintiff, even as Lod 
as concerns the feature of emp e- 
pends upon his being permitted to remain 
in control. He can remain in the position 
of manager and editor only in the event 
of producing the required result. H his 
contract is peculiarly one personal to him- 
self. Necessarily it is not ass ble. 

very condition of his emptoyment is found in 
the results of his own labor, enterprise, skill, 
experience and foresight. To unlawfully 
oust him from the performance of his con- 
tract is to prevent him from establishing 
the only test of the success or failure of his 
efforts, and his work. Furthermore, as bas 
already been indicated, the value of the 
stock acquired by plaintiff de upon his 
being permitted to carry out his contract. 
He found the newspaper suffering from 
great depression of business. He has re- 
stored it to prosperity, ualling its best 
days of success. But to make his stock val- 
uable, to win the profit which his labor 
deserves, he must be left untrammeled, to 
plan, direct and move as he sees fit, and the 
determination as to what should or should 
not be done rests with him and with him 
alone. The situation, therefore, is peculiar- 
ly one for the intervention of a court of 
equity. The damage to plaintiff will be ir- 
reparable if his contract is unlawfully ter- 
minated as is proposed by the defendants. 
In any event there can be no adequate 
remedy at law. Whether the court regards 
the stiuation under the general doctrine of 
equitable jurisdiction, or looks at it under 
the statute in regard to injunctions, the con- 
sequence will be the same. The defendants 
should be enjéined from removing the plain- 
tiff from his position as manager and editor 
because his contract is personal to himself, 
there is no method of estimating the damage 
to him under its breach and there is no 
adequate remedy at law. It is well known 
to the court that at law even where there 
is an adequate remedy at law, an injunction 
Will be granted in all cases where an ade- 
quate remedy cannot be afforded by an ac- 
tion for damages as on such. 8 

It is not even necessary that the damage 
threatened would be irreparable to sustain 
the right to equitable relief by injunction.

UNINSPECTED BOILERS. 


Inspector Price Says His Force Is Not 
Large Eneugh.

There are boilers in St. Louis which have 
not been inspected for a dozen years or 
more. Three such were discovered last 
week which had not been inspected since 
1882. There are probably hundreds of others 
which the department knows nothing about 
and which are never inspected. This means 
not only increased risk of life and limb 
from explosions, but a cash loss to the city, 
as a fee of $5 for each inspection is paid. 

The reason for this state of affairs, Boil- 
er Inspector Price says, is that it is a 
physical impossibility for th present force 
to do the work. There are avout 3,000 boil- 
ers of which the department has a record 
and collects inspection fees from. Mr. Price 
thinks there are several hundred, possibly 
a thousand, more which the department 
has no record of. The ordinance only gives 
the office one deputy boiler inspector. It 
had the same when the office was estab- 
lished, more than twenty-five years ago. 
The enormous increase in the number of 
factories and other boiler-using concerns 
has seen no increase in the office force, 
and to cover the bi-yearly inspections re- 
quired would oblige one man to inspect 
nine boilers a day. Mr. Price says it 
takes three hours to properly inspect a 
boiler, to say nothing of the time spent 
in going from one place to another. Either 
the work cannot be properly done, or some 
boilers must go uninspected. The insur- 
ance companies inspect a number of boilers 
where they carry insurance. If their in- 
spection is sat..factory to the owner the 
city boiler inspector adopts it and col- 
lects the inspection fee without making an- 
other inspection, Otherwise he must in- 


spect it. ox 

“To keep half way 2 with the work,“ 
said Boiler Inspector Price yesterday, I 
have been putting in Sundays and half the 
nights assisting my deputy. For the last 
two weeks I have not got home a night be- 
fore midnight. My deputy has been work- 
ing from 6 o’clock in the morning until late 
at night, and both of us have been working 
Sundays. This is not required of us, but 
we have been doing it. I am going to ask 
the Municipal Assembly for another depu- 
ty. It will be a gain to the city instead of 
an additional expense. This office is self- 
supporting. For July, August and Septem- 
ber I turned into the city treasury $1,3@ 
more than has ever been turned in in the 
Same time since the office was created, and 
I have another deposit to make. An addi- 
tional inspector at $100 a month, and a ve- 
hicle would not decrease the surplus, but 
would increase it. There are hundreds of 
oilers which escape us altogether. Some 
are inspected by insurance companies and 
vot reported to us; others are not insured 
and are never inspected. , People have to 
come and beg us over and over again to in- 
spect their boilers before we have time to do 
Others would be willing to pay for hav- 
ing their boilers inspected every two months 
for the safety insured by it, but we have a 
hard time making the inspections required 
by law instead of doing extra work. 
It is plain, then, that an extra man would 
make more than his wages by his work. The 
office now turns into the treasury a surplus 
of $2,000 a year; with another man the sur- 
plus could easily be raised to $3,000, to say 
nothing of reducing to a minimum the dan- 
ger from hundreds of boilers going unin- 
spected. We came across three boilers re- 
centiy which had not been inspected for 
thirteen years. We had no record of their 
existence. There is no doubt there are 
scores of boilers which have never been 
inspected.”

The verdict of the Coroner’s jury in the 
case of Rody Boyd, who was found dead 
in bed at Paducah, Ky., Monday morning, 
was that death was the result ot alcohol 


ism. As he had been drinking heavily and 
had threatened suicide, it was at first sur- 
mised that he had taken his own life. 

Boyd was well known in St. Louls, having 
been connected with one of the sensations 
of this city. In 1886 he eloped from Pa- 
ducah with Miss Lucy Grimes and came 
here, expecting to practice law. He chose 
the wrong way and went on a spree, de- 
serting his young wife. After starving for 
several days she killed herself in despair at 
1106 Chouteau avenue. Her body was not 
found for several days. 

Several years ago Boyd married Miss 
Lillie Rieke of Paducah, who is also well 
known here through her vsiits to relatives 
here. He drank shamefully and some time 
ago took the Keeley cure, after which he 
Was converted by Sam Jones. He got to 
drinking again, however, but was after- 
wards reconverted and conducted several 
revivals. 

Ten days ago he came to St. Louis and 
again went to pieces. He returned to Pa- 
ducah and abused his wife so Sunday night 
that she left him. The next morning they 
found him dead. 

Boyd was 42 8 old and a fine lawyer, 
but erratic. is father was a prominent 
figure in Kentucky politics.

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FOR SHORT CAMPAIGNS. 


"The Chicago Times-Herald has secured 
an expression of opinion favorable to 
a short Presidential campaign from sev- 
enty newspaper editors and declares its 
belief that 90 per cent of the voters would 
agree with them.

The candi- 
dates are worn out and the people are 
talked to death. The whole country is 
exhausted. One month is sufficient for 
presenting the arguments and doing the 
canvassing. The rest of the time is spent 
in “Gamnable iteration,” as Shakspeare 
calls it and in corrupt scheming and 
manipulation. 

All the solid arguments can be pre- 
sented and the legitimate work done in 
one month. Two months should be the 
outside limit. The middle of September 
is amply early for nominating conven- 
tions.

CHICAGO SKIPPER DROWNED. 


A Report That the Schooner Elma 
Has Gone Down With 
All Her Crew. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 1.—Many reports of dam- 
age to property and the loss of a number of 
lives on the lakes in the storm of Saturday 
and Sunday reached here last night. Only 
one local fatality is reported—that of Capt. 
Andrew Johnson of the schooner John Ra- 
ber, who was drowned off Dane Park while 
endeavoring to reach the land to secure a 
tug to save his vessel. Leaking like a 
sieve, the sailors worn out with two days’ 
work at the pumps, with its rotten sails 
blown to ribbons and its halyards stream- 
ing in the wind, the old schooner John Raber 
drove close to shore off Dane Park, Ind., 
and cast anchor. Andrew Johnson, the 
owner, wanted to save his vessel—it was 
built in 1848—and ordered out a small boat, 
manned by three sailors, and tried to reach 
shore to secure a,tug. A huge breaker 
overturned the boat when about mile 
from shore. Johnson failed to rea@n land 
and last night his body lay on sands 
awaiting a Coroner’s jury. The three men 
stuck to the boat and succeeded in making 
shore. Capt. Weede stayed by the ship 
with two sailors. They were rescued by 
the South Chicago life savers after mid- 
night after four hours’ hard work.

It is learned that it will 
he a week or more before the roll of neariy 
1,000 men can be gone over in this manner 
and no positive action will be taken unti! 
the work is completed. 


It is a well-known fact that through 
the power and influence of political pulls“ 
and ‘“‘pushes’’ in the past twenty yéars 
many policemen have been placed on the 
force and held there in spite the efforts of 
the Chief of Police, who is a strict and 
rigid disciplinarian, inadequate discipline 
has been maintained, owing to undue sym- 
pathy on the part of the various boards. 
Outside influence ha been constantly 
brought to bear, to modify their disposition 
toward clearing the Department of dead 
timber, decrepit and disabled veterans, 
drunkards and men of brutal or bad judg- 
ment. The present Board, it is believed, is 
not susceptible to these influences and is 
determined to clear the force so that St. 
Louis will have the most efficient body of 
police in the country. 

According to rumor, from seventy-five to 
125 patrolmen and from ten to twenty ser- 
geants and probably two or more captains 
will be weighed in the balance and found 
wanting—a job, and within a week or two 
at the most. | 

The more recently enacted police pension 
law gives the Board authority to retire 
policemen disabled in the discharge of duty

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Dr. Starkloff Submits Evidence to 
the Criminal Authorities. 


HIS. DUTY IS NOW.-ENDED. 


Discussion of the Case by City Coun- 
sslor Marshall and Attorneys 
Johnsen and Eggers.

Tuesday morning Dr. Starklaff. on the ad- 
vice of City Counselor arshall, sent As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson and 
City Attorney Clover copies of the trans- 
cript of the evidence taken before him Sun- 
sores 5 regard to the corpse traffic of the 
‘emale Hospital. With the transcripts he 
sent a letter to each requesting an invest!- 
gation of the statutes with a view to as- 
certaining whether Richard Kerley could be 
prosecuted under. the criminal code. If pos- 
sible, Dr. Starkloff will secure warrants 
at once, as he fegards the testimony taken 
before him as fully corroborating the state- 
ments of Maggie Dalton. 

When the transcripts reached Mr. John- 
son he had a stack of law books on his 
desk and was busily engaged in searching 
for some clause or section under which he 
could swear out a warrant against Dick 
Kerley. 

Before the transcript reached him; Mr. 
Johnson said: 80 far I have found noth- 
ing which would make young Kerley liable 
to punishment. Section 3842 provides a 
punishment for stealing bodies from graves, 
but there is nothing covering the taking 
of bodies from hospitals. Of course, after 
I have looked over the transcript I may 
find some evidence against Kerley which 
would warrant proseguting him for a fel- 
ony.”’ 

City Attorney Clover is still away from 
St. Louis. Assistaht City Attorney Exegers 
stated to a PosDispatch reporter that 
although the crintes committed at the Fe- 
male Hospital can be punished under the 
city ordinance punishing the shipment of a 
body from the city without the permit, that 
punishment would be insufficient. It con- 
Sists of a fine of from $250 to $500, which 
means but six months in the Work-house. 
The proper method of procedure, Mr. Eg- 
gers thought, would be under section 6886 
of the Revised Statutes prescribing the 
method of trafficking in dead bodies, and 
placing medical colleges and others engaged 
in it under bond to observe the regulations. 
Any traffic in bodies by persons other than 
those mentioned in the statute is punishable 
by a fine of not less than $100, which may 
mean $1,000, and one year in the Work- 
house. The yo prepared by Health 
Commissioner Starkloff has not yet 
reached the City Attorney’s office. 

City Counselor Marshall said: “I have 
not prepared a formal opinion. I have not 
read the testimony, because I deemed it un- 
necessary. There is a State law which 
makes body-snatching a felony punishable 
by a sentence of from two to ten years 
in the Ps a panacea On the other hand, a 
City ordinance makes it a misdemeanor to 
ship bodies out of the city without a permit, 
unishable by a fine of or six months 
mprisonment or both. If either of these 
laws have been violated it is the duty of 
the State or city officers to prosecute the 
guilty parties. It is for them to pass on 
the evidence to see if a case can be made. 
I therefore advised Dr. Starkloff to send 
officially copies of the ordinance to the As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney of the Court 
of Criminal Correction and to the City At- 
torney, and call their attention to the 
State law and city ordinance referred to. 
If any one implicated was a city official 
the duty of the Health Commissioner would 
be plain, but as only ex-officials are in- 
volved, they can merely be proceeded 
against as citizens. I have advised Dr. 
Starkloff that, having called the attention 
of the proper officials to the facts, his 
duty as Health Commissioner is ended. 
The developments in the potters’ field 
horror Monday were the discoveries that 
another grave contained nothing but sticks 
of wood; that some one had a tamper- 
ing with the graves by changing the grave 
numbers so as to baffle investigation as 
much as possible, and that there is a stat- 
ute under which traffic in dead bodies is 
made a felony punishable by from two to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff concluded 
yesterday morning that it was useless to 
open any more graves since the results ob- 
tained on Saturday conclusively proved the 
charges made by Maggie Dalton. But Chief 
Clerk Moskup of the Poor-house kept it up, 
and found that the coffin supposed to con- 
tain the body of Melvina Jones, who died 
Jan. 20, 1895, contained only two sticks of 
wood. It was in the course of the search 
for this body that Moskup discovered that 
some one had been tampering with the 
grave numbers. Thus the Melvina Jones 
grave, which should have been numbered 
1,985 according to the records, was num- 
bered 1,216. he object was clear. If the 
grave marked 1,585 had been opened it would 
have been found to contain a body which 
would. have passed for 2 of Melvins 
Jones. But as the number 1,216 was not in 
line with the surrounding graves, Moskup 
discovered the attempted substitution, and 
was not misied. 

It was thought at first that Dick Kerle 
if arrested would only be charged wit 
violating the ordinance prohibiting the re- 
moval of bodies from the State without a 
permit, and conviction under that was 
deemed doubtful, as the proof might not 
be forthcoming. But sec. 883, Revised Stat- 
utes, provides that any person found to 
be engaged in the sale of deafi bodies shall 
on conviction be deemed guilty of a felony 
and be imprisoned in the penitentiary not 
less than two nor more than ten years. 
Sec. 3,842 makes the penalty of grave rob- 
bing the same as above. Whether steal- 
ing the body before it reached the grave 
can be construed into grave robbing is a 
matter for judicial determination.
